Foreign Aid 


Vote Scheduled 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tem 
porary life for foreign aid head 
cd for a vote in the house to 
day as the Senate continued 
work on a new and smaller as 
sistanee program. 
The House leadership 
urged 
foreign aid opponents to save 
their cuts for a regular bill and 
to approve a continuing resolu 
tion—funding the program on a 
temporary basis past the Nov 
15 expiration date. 
But some feared the House 
may not go along with the re 
quest. The foreign aid program 
was left in limbo Oct. 29 when 
the Senate voted to end more 
than two decades of foreign as 
sistanee. 
On Tuesday, the Senate be 
gan debate on a $2.3-billion pro 
gram —a $1.1 - billion economic 
assistance m easure and a rn iii 
tary aid program of just under 
$1.2 billion. 
The continuing resolution be 
fore the House would keep for­ 
eign aid, defense and the an­ 
tipoverty programs 
going

their present levels until Con 
gress 
adjourns 
after 
passing 
regular appropriations bills for 
them. 
But Senate Democratic lead 
ers have vowed to block the 
House 
continuing 
resolution 
despite an appeal from Secre­ 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
that payrolls cannot be

past Nov. 15 without it. 
The 
Senate's 
timetable 
for 
work on the two regular foreign 
aid bills called for final action 
by the end of the week. 
Even if the Senate acted that 
fast, the House—where leaders 
went a $3-billion program—and 
Senate almost certainly

WASHINGTON (A P) - Five 
environment groups, three la­ 
bor unions and two senators in­ 
cluding Democratic presidential 
hopeful Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine have charged the Nixon 
administration with trying to 
weaken and delay strong water 
pollution control legislation.

mittee headed by Muskie and 
has been identified with him.

the bill was not a partisan is­ 
sue; 
but he said the White 
House, by seeking new' hearings 
and changes in the bill, “ has 
made it a political issue.”

Monday that the administration 
was “not satisfied with all as­ 
pects” of the bill and implied 
that if politics entered the de­ 
bate, it was being injected by 
Muskie. 


Reds Strike 
Near Capital 


Of Cambodia 


SAIGON (AP) — The Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese at­ 
tacked the Phnom Penh airport 
and a radio transm itting station 
near

In Vietnam, a politician re­ 
ported under consideration for 
the premiership was 
assassi­ 
nated in Saigon, five Americans 
died in a helicopter crash, a 
booby trap killed twro U.S. sol­ 
diers near Hue, and U.S. planes 
made their 74th attack of the 
year inside North Vietnam. 
The two attacks in Cambodia 
were coordinated. About fifty 
100-pound rockets hit the mili­ 
tary airport shortly after mid­ 
night, and at the sam e 
time 
sappers moving behind a rocket 
barrage 
assaulted 
the 
trans­ 
mitting 
station 
nine 
miles 
northwest of the airport. 
A spokesman for the Cam­ 
bodian command. Lt. Col. Ain 
Rong, said at least six persons, 
including 
five 
women, 
were 
killed in the shelling of the air­ 
port and others were killed at 
the transm itting station. 
The politician assassinated in 
Saigon was Prof. Nguyen Van 
Bong, chairm an of the 
anti

alist Movement. Two pounds of 
hidden plastic explosive blew 
up his automobile as he was go­ 
ing from his office to his home 
at noon. 
A bodyguard and the chauf­ 
feur were also killed, and eight

and seven bystanders 
Bong, 42. was director of a 
training institute for civil 
ser­ 
vants. His party, which he once 
described 
as “ Loyal

tional Assembly last August.

Find Large Pay Policy Loophole 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pay Board has left itself a loop­ 
hole that may stretch 
w i d e 
enough to squeeze a 12-per-cent 
pay raise through. But it may 
take months to find out. 
The lioard’s general rule is 
that raises in new contracts 
can’t exceed 5.5 per cent a 
year, and raises in old con­ 
tracts might be rolled back 
if 
“ unreasonably 
inconsistent” 
with that guide.

Nixon Launches Election Campaign, Hedges On Agnew 


CHICAGO (AP) — President 
Nixon has launched his 1972 
campaign 
symbolically 
but 
unofficially with 
a tribute for 
Vicec President Spiro T. Agnew. 
But he stopped well short of 
promising Agnew a place on 
the Republican ticket. 
Appearing 
at

night, Nixon also called for re­ 
newal of the em battled foreign 
aid program. 


And in Chicago lie defended 
his decision to go ahead with 
last Saturday's Amchitka nucle­ 
ar test as being vital to nation­ 
al security. Noting the test had 
been challenged by many envi­ 
ronmentalists, he said: 
“ Unless we have an adequate 
program to defend the United 
States, we won’t have any envi­ 
ronment to protect.”

Treasurer's 
Office System 
Draws Fire 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Examiners in the office of State 
Auditor 
Joseph 
T. 
Ferguson 
have criticized methods used 
by the treasurer’s office under 
the previous administration for 
securing state investments anc 
for 
distributing 
the 
interest 
earned from these investments 
In both instances, the state 
examiners recommended today 
that the attorney general be 
asked to give opinions regard 
ing the methods. 
The examiners’ audit was for 
a period Jan. I, 1970 through 
Jan. IO, 191. 
Records showed 
that on Jan. IO, the treasurer 
had a total of $241.1 million in­ 
vested in securities. Of this, 
$199.1 million was held in New 
York banks. 
“However,” 
the 
examiners 
said, “the treasurer was hold­ 
ing trust receipts issued by Co­ 
lumbus banks as evidence of 
ownership of the securities. The 
examiners could not secure cer­ 
tifications from the New’ York 
banks since they held these 
securities in the name of the 
Columbus banks.” 
The examiners recommended 
the attorney general be asked 
to give an opinion “as to wheth­ 
er the procedure now used pro­ 
vides legal proof of ownership 
of said securities by the state 
in case the local banks might 
fail.” 
On the distribution of interest 
earned on state investments, 
the examiners said this had 
been accomplished for years by 
the state treasurer “on an arbi­ 
trary basis.” 
The examiners recommended 
the attorney general be asked 
to determine if the method used 
was proper and did not con­ 
travene any sections of the 
Ohio Revised Code.

Court OKs 
Trust Case 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Act­ 
ing on a government appeal, 
the Supreme Court agreed Tues­ 
day to decide whether stock 
transferred to an irrevocable 
trust is taxable at death when 
the owner controlled the power 
to vote the stock during his life­ 
time. 
The U.S. Circuit Court in Cin­ 
cinnati, in a case involving the 
estate of Milliken C. Byrum of 
Orient, Ohio, ruled 2 to I last 
April that the stock is not tax­ 
able since Bvrum had not re­ 
tained the power to regulate or 
allocate distribution of income. 
The Justice Department, ap­ 
pealing in August to the Su­ 
preme Court, said the ruling 
opened a substantial loophole in 
estate tax law and requested a 
hearing. The court made no 
comment in accepting the case 
for argument later this term.

State Senate OKs Bills For Federal Aid 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
The 
Ohio 
Senate 
Tuesday 
passed two pieces of legislation 
aimed at preserving the state s 
share of federal matching funds 
for air quality control and high­ 
way construction. 
The two bills, both of which 
bring existing Ohio laws into 
conformity with new federal re­ 
quirements, cleared the upper 
chamber with little discussion 
and a minimum of opposition. 
Both now move to the House. 
By a unanimous, 28-0 vote, 
the Senate approved a bill up­ 
grading the state’s air pollution 
control laws to meet 
tougher 
specifications required by the 
1970 federal Clean Air Act. 
The bill’s prime sponsor. Sen. 
Anthony Calabrese, D-22 Cleve­ 
land, said failure to enact the 
measure 
before 
January 
30, 
1972, will place in jeopardy 
matching funds from the feder­ 
al government for air quality 
programs 
in 
the 
state. 
The 
House has promised to move 
quickly on the legislation. 
Changed by the new bill is 
‘he current legal definition of 
air pollution, presently confined 
to conditions “ sufficient to in­ 


jure” human health or welfare, 
plant or animal life or proper­ 
ty, or which unreasonably in­ 
terferes with the comfortable 
enjoyment of life or property. 
New wording broadens that 
definition to include situations 
which “threaten to be injurious 
to human health or welfare...” 
The measure states: 
—The 
director of the health of the 
state may declare the existence 
of any air pollution health, and 
may temporarily restrict the 
use of any equipment or ma­ 
chines, including automobiles, 
that contribute to the emergen­ 
cy. 
—The 
state’s 
Air Pollution 
Control Board may issue orders 
prohibiting 
or 
abating 
emis­ 
sions, or requiring control de­ 
vices or other measures. Such 
orders, the bill reads, must be 
made following a study of the 
technical feasibility and eco­ 
nomic reasonableness of forced 
compliance. 
—Failure 
to 
comply 
with 
board orders permits the board 
to 
levy 
$10.000-per-day 
fines 
against 
offenders 
following 
their conviction. The current 


maximum penalty is $500 per 
day. 
—The 
measure 
grants 
the 
board power to adopt whatever 
emission standards and other 
regulations 
are 
needed 
to 
“achieva and maintain” com­ 
pliance with federal ambient 
air quality 
standards. 
Oper­ 
ating permits shall be required 
from 
any new, 
modified or 
existing pollution source. 
Variances, or exceptions, for 
failure to comply with stand­ 
ards may be issued after it has 
been determined that- 
—Compliance is impractical 
because of reasons beyond the 
control of the applicant for an 
operating permit. 
—Compliance 
is 
technically 
infeasible or economically un­ 
reasonable. 
—The variance will not result 
in the endangering of human 
health, welfare or property. 
—Compliance 
will 
produce 
serious hardship without equal 
or greater benefit to the public. 
The Senate also passed long-

within 660 feet of any highway 
or primary traffic system.

Gilligan Glad Sales Tax Turned Down 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
Gov. John Gilligan has praised 
the Ohio House’s rejection of a 
sales tax increase to 5.5 per 
cent. 
Speaking here Tuesday at a 
convention of Ohio school board 
members, 
administrators 
and 
business officials, Gilligan said 
there must be a ‘‘change from 
a sales tax to an income tax for 
basic financing.” 
A state income tax, said Gilli­ 
gan, is the only way school dis­ 
tricts can meet the “imperative 
necessity of moving away from 
the age-old method of s'upport 
for education through property 
taxes.” 
He blamed a “ generation of 


concerted effort” by opponents 
of tax increases for 
“driving 
Ohio down. 
“The state is 46th in the 
country in aid to education,” 
said Gilligan. “It is in the bot­ 
tom IO in all categories of state 
aid.” 
Martin Essex, state superin­ 
tendent of public education, ac­ 
companied Gilligan to the con­ 
ference and said that his four- 
point proposal would result in 
sound educational programs. 
His ideas include redistricting 
to improve the quality of edu­ 
cation to use teachers and facil­ 
ities more efficiently, a pro­ 
gressive tax for individuals and 
industry, a uniform property 


tax of 20 mills that would be 
collected by the state and par­ 
celed out to districts on a per- 
capita basis and retaining con­ 
tinuing levies so school boards 
don’t have to go to the voters 
periodically.

Arms Supply 


To Pakistan 


Cut By Nixon 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — The 
cancellation of U.S. arms ship­ 
ments to Pakistan has taken a 
weapon from the hands of one 
of the Nixon administration’s 
most vocal critics while making 
important diplomatic gains. 
Administration 
officials 
ac­ 
knowledged 
domestic political 
benefits will be one of the ma­ 
jor results of Monday’s arms- 
cutoff announcement. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, the 
Massachcusetts Democrat who 
had led the constant criticism 
of the arms aid, said the cutoff 
“ is a 
welcome first step in 
what I hope will be a redirect- j 
ing 
of our 
policy 
in 
South I 
Asia ” 
But other sources on Capitol 
Hill and in the administration | 
said the arms cancellation re­ 
moved one of Kennedy s most 
potent 
issues 
while 
relieving 
congressional pressure on both 
the White House and the mili­ 
tary regime in Pakistan.

this in mind in agreeing to the 
cancellation. According to State 
Department spokesman Charles

It’s nothing new, although in the 
40s and 50s it was rather dif­ 
ficult for young people to break 
in. In fact, there is very little 
new in cinema. People now talk 
about how the

when D. W. Griffith made "The 
Birth of a Nation.’ Everything 
was done in that movie except 
a couple of stylistic tricks ”

Home Furlough For Inmates 
In Connecticut Successful

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — 
Some 900 Connecticut prisoners 
have participated in a furlough 
program over the past two 
years without an escape at­ 
tempt. Because of this the pro­ 
gram has been expanded. 
“ We initially said the home 
visits were limited to men who 
wert* within 60 days of their re­ 
lease, and most of them came 
from various community res- 
lease programs.” said Deputy 
Correction Commissioner Ray­ 
mond M. Lopes. 
“But we now’ have directed 
institutions to grant furloughs 
to everyone who is considered a 
minimum risk individual,” he 
added. “There are no particu­ 
lar offenses that would make a 
man 
ineligible, 
though 
we 
would take a long, hard look at, 
for 
instance, 
the 
aggressive 
sexual offender.” 


The program is in effect at 
all state correctional facilities. 
Lopes said that since it was 
:naugurated in December 1969,
